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NEW SITE FOR 


CONVOCATION WEEK-END 


All delegates and members of the Church of God in Christ need 
not fear or dread the crowd during the National Convocation 
week-end. The Administration has secured for the convenience of 
one of the largest Convention within the Black Community, the 
ultra modern and spacious, newly built Cook Convention Center. 
For the past twenty years the National Headquarters has been to 
small to seat the week-end delegation to the National 
Convocation ‘in Memphis, Tennessee. While seven or eight 
thousand tightly squeeze themselves into Mason Temple, another 
seven thousand or more had to find services at some nearby mid- 
night musical, or get in whatever service that was being held on 
the lawn outside the Headquarters. However, the delegates to the 
coming National Convocation of the Church of God in Christ 
have something to celebrate about. No longer will Saturday and 
Sunday be under those crowded conditions, instead the services 
will be held in the spacious Cook Convention Center which seats 
several thousand more than the Mid-south Coliseum. Will this be 
large enough, many members doubt it. Years ago the founder, 
Bishop Charles Harrison Mason, prophesied that if he did God’s 
will there would never be room enough to seat the people, so far 
this has been true. 


The Church of God in Christ is the second largest pentecosta 
group in the United States. At first, Mason Temple was large 
enough to seat this massive delegation. However, since it’s 
founding in 1906, the Church has grown rapidly and is prominent 
in size when compared to most other predominately Negro 
denominations, therefore, Mason Temple was soon not large 
enough. In 1969 the Convocation was moved to the Mid- South 
Coliseum for Official Day, it soon became to small. The 14,000 
arena was filled to it’s capacity before the choir marched in. It is 
hoped that this new Convention Center will do for a-while, but if 
the Church continues to grow at it’s present rate, it willsoon be 
to small. The Whole Truth salutes the Administration and it’s 
far-sightedness.

INTERVIEW 


OF WHOLE TRUTH PAPER 
WITH DEREK WILLIAMS

Some people who are suddenly 
thrust into the limelight find it 
difficult to adjust to and accept 
the necessary vicissitudes which 
tend to accompany such a 
change. Derek King 20 year old 
son of Rev. A. D. King, and one 
of 12 grandchildren of Rev. M. 
L. King, Sr. cannot be included 
in that number. In an exclusive 
interview for the WHOLE 
TRUTH , Derek King, very 
cooperative and patient, proved 
to be a rather unusual and 
refreshing young man. He was 
appropriately candid and spoke 
freely about certain areas of his 
childhood, his ministry and his 
account of the tragic occurrence 
of June 30th. 


Derek summed up his childhood 
by saying, “I know for 20 years 
old I have been through a lot of 
things a whole lot of people will 
never go through. I’m thankful 
I’ve gone through them but then 
again, I wish I hadn’t.’”’ He says 
that people generally feel he is 
crazy when he says this, but 
nobody (especially a 
child-writer’s addition) could 
enjoy having his home bombed 
in one city and almost set on fire 
in another; living in the midst of 
Bull Connor’s reign and seeing 
the abominable events of racial 
injustice and the ramifications of 


a peaceful struggle for racial 
equality. To be thankful for 
such experiences certainly 
reflects a mature Christian 
attitude. Derek admitted that he 
might have been spoiled, 
conceited and arrogant had 
things been different, but he felt 
that his experiences not only 
saved him from such a

OS MAKES CHURCHES 
GROW?

C. Peter Wagner explores the 
seven common denominators he 
has found almost without 
exception in growing evangelical 
churches. 


What makes conservative, 
evangelical churches grow? 


There are almost as many 
answers to that question as there 
are burgeoning churches. Many 
conservative pastors directly 
involved in exciting church 
growth see some of the trees 
clearly, but they tend to miss 
the forest. 


W. A. Criswell, for example, 
credits expository preaching as 
the major factor in his church’s 
growth to 18,000 members. But 
Robert Schuller, whose church 
has now passed 6,500, rarely 
preaches expository messages 
but is extremely effective in 
communicating ‘‘possibility 
thinking’’ through topical 
preaching. 


James Kennedy singles out 
house-to-house visitation as the 
most effective means for growth 
in Florida, but Stephen Olford 
tried it in New York City to no 
avail. When a pastor there, he 
depended more on penetrating 
the high-rises through television. 


No one approach always works. 


Richard Halverson finds that 
developing small  koinonia 
groups is his best approach, and 
Ray Stedman attributes growth 
o “body life.’’ Wendell Belew, 
however, once told me of two 
churches that ‘‘died of 
koinonia!”’ 


Then Jack Hyles argues that 
building his Sunday school 
through 130 bus routes helps his 
church to grow, but Ray 
Ortlund’s church sold its last 
Sunday school bus three years 
ago and has been growing faster 
ever since. 


With so many different 
approaches it is no wonder that 
as I speak and write on this 
subject concerned pastors and 
laymen still come and ask me a 
fairly standard question: ‘Our 
church has not been growing, 


but we want it to. What can we 
do to make it grow?” 


In most cases the asking of the 
question is the crucial part of 
the answer; in other words, the 
indispensable condition for a 
growing church is that it must 
want to grow. 


Don’t pass this over lightly even 
though it sounds _ simple. 
Thousands of churches are not 
growing because they don’t 
really want to grow! Growth can 
be a threat to insecure Christian 
leaders who feel they already 
have all they can handle. Some 
Christians admit that they prefer 


small churches and therefore 
would feel uncomfortable if 
their church started getting 


bigger. Some say they want to 
grow but are unwilling to pay 
the price, exactly like an 
overweight person who is always 
going to start to exercise and go 
on a diet but never seems to get 
around to it. 


In my opinion, such a person 
doesn’t really want to lose 
weight in spite of all his talk. 
The same applies to many 
pious-talking evangelical 
churches. They don’t really want 
to grow. 


Beyond this first basic 
prerequisite, however, the 
situation (as we have already 
seen) is complex. But although 
the pattern is complex, it is not 
chaotic. My purpose in this 
article is to bring some order 
into the picture by suggesting 
seven common denominators of 
growth. As I have studied 
American church growth, I have 
found that almost without 
exception, in some way or other, 
the churches which are growing 
well are scoring above average on 
each one of the seven points. 


Pastor heads the list. 


ee thes Pastor would 
personally pill believe 
differently, but I cannot escape 
the mounting evidence that the 
pastor heads the list of factors 
common to growing churches in 
America. Show me 
rapidly-growing church, and 1 
will show you a dynamic leader 
whom God is using to make it 
happen.

The 
reactions may _  vary—silence, 
recriminations, fury—but the 
basic emptiness and consuming 
aloneness are .the same. Why? 
And more important, What can 
be done about it? 


The “why”? is easier to tackle. In 
the early days of a marriage 
there is a desire to love and be 
loved. We concentrate on our 
mate’s finer qualities. They see 
us at our best and build our egos 
by telling us so. 


But along come conflicts of 
interest, and the man who 
thought his financee’s 
absent-mindedness was cute 
during courtship becomes 
enraged when his wife forgets to 
sew a button on his one good 
shirt. 


On the other hand, the girl who 
admired her boyfriend’s pride in 
his appearance is dismayed to 


discover that he spends an 
irritatingly long time in the 
bathroom. 

Each has certain needs and 


expectations to be fulfilled and 
the other person, being human, 
is by that very humanness 
unable to fulfill all these needs 
and meet these expectations. So 
increasingly the feeling of being 
“unloved” or “misunderstood” 
grows until in the last stages of 
the sick and dying marriage, this 
loveless feeling predominates.

bucket, asking for it to be filled. 
“Fill my empty bucket, and I’ll 
fill yours,” is the name of the 
game. And the next stage is “If 
you don’t fill my bucket first, 
you’re not going to get a drop 
from me to fill yours either.” 


What happens next? Painful 
endurance, separation, divorce, 
or a numb, remote cooexistence, 
or the realization that there 
must be another way, a better 
way of living together.

the state-recognized group.) 


The Kremlin’s usual answer to 
renewal among the Orthodox, 
Muslims and_ evangelicals is 
simply more crack-down. Thus, 
the recent release of Jewish 
ballet star Valeri Panov and his 
wife Galina was preceded by the 
arrest of Georgi Vins, founder of 
the dissident “reform Baptist” 
movement. Vins had already 
served three years in prison labor 
camps for his leadership of the 
reform group, which began in 
the early 60s when the Kremlin 
tried to intensify its control over 
all religious activity. 


Whether Vins will ever be 
released again is doubtful. He 
had been functioning icognito 
for fear of rearrest. Rumors are 
circulating that Soviet officials 
plan to execute him, and in any 
case his health is not good. It is 
also reported that a bounty has 
been established in order to 


capture other dissident 
evangelical leaders. 
The Panov affair was a 


drawn-out drama of harassment. 
Panov was dropped by the Kirov 
Ballet company when he applied 
for permission to emigrate to 
Israel in March 1970. Last 
December, Panov was finally 
granted a visa, but officials 
refused one for his non-Jewish 
wife. 


Many observers suspect that the 
Panovs were granted visas as a 
political move before President 
Nixon visited Moscow in late 
June. The Kremlin hoped to 
strengthen Nixon’s hand in his 
fight against Sen. Henry 
Jackson’s trade ammendment. 
Jackson, the Soviet Union’s 
greatest adversary in the Senate, 
is sponsoring an amendment 
which would deny bank credits 
and special trade status to the 
USSR unless they revise their 
emigration policy concerning the 
Jews.

direction—to God Almighty, anu 
let Him pour it full with His love 
for you. 


Now, we have a source of love, 
direct and unfailing. In return 
we can give Him praise and 
thanksgiving, and we can return 
His love by giving it out to 
others. 


What am I saying, husband and 
wife? That you should not look 
to each other to receive love, 
only to give it? Exactly. 


But I can’t do that, you say. The 
other person would step on me, 
use me, take advantage of me. I 
have no feelings for this man or 
woman anymore. Can you 
expect me to give 100% love and 
take the chances of getting 
nothing in return? 


Don’t Demand Returns 

Don’t forget that you are 
already getting 100% love from 
God. And if you think you can’t 
give without a guaranteed return 
investment, look at Jesus. Look 
hard. His last act with His 
disciples before He went to 
Gethsemane to face certain 
death was to kneel and wash 
these men’s dirty feet. “If I then 
your Lord and Master, have 
washed your feet, ye also ought 
to wash one another’s feet. For I 
have given you an example, that 
ye should do as I have done to 
you” (John 13: 14, 15). 


Jesus wasn’t looking for love 
from His disciples. He knew they 
didn’t always understand Him. 
One of them would betray Him. 
Another would deny knowing 
Him, not once but three times. 
All would forsake Him. They 
would scatter and be gone as He 
hung on the cross in a painful, 
slow, tormenting death. And yet 
He loved them and knelt there 
washing the dust away from 
those feet that would walk away 
from Him. 


A woman I know, whose 
marraige had grown cold and 
bitter, listened to that story of 
Jesus and decided to give her 
marriage one more try. “I 
determined,” she told me, “to 
think of Jesus every time my 
husband asked me to do 
anything for him, no matter how 
little I felt like doing it.” 


At first it was difficult. He 
commandeered her around like a 
drill master and she often 
inwardly rebelled. Still she kept 
that picture in her mind of Jesus 
with a basin of water, patiently 
cleansing without ill will. 


Her husband soon reacted with 
surprise and then delight. His 
commands, she discovered, had 
been his way of demanding 
“proof” that she loved him; they 
now were no longer necessary as 
he could see by her actions that 
she had his interests at heart. 
“He began getting up out of his 
easy chair to bring me coffee, 
and the other morning he got up 
early and fixed me breakfast!” 
she excitedly told me a short 
time later. To see this couple 
today, you would never guess 
they had ever had any 
problems—and yet how close 
they were to giving up until one 
of them in desperation tried 
Jesus’ way.

ELDER GEORGE D. McKINNEY, SR. 


Born Summerville, Tenn., 1894, Died Little Rock, Arkansas, August

On August 4, 1974, a special memorial service will be held at St. 
Stephen’s Church of God in Christ in San Diego, California honoring 
the faithful life and ministry of Elder G. D. McKinney, Sr., who 
went to be with the Lord on August 5, 1972. Mother Rose 
McKinney and many of her children, grandchildren and saints will 
honor Dad McKinney’s memory. His sons, Elders G. D. McKinney 
Jr. and Elder Jesse McKinney are Pastors of St. Stephen’s Church of 
God in Christ in San Diego. 


Elder McKinney pastored churches in Arkansas for 52 years. He was 
the founder of the Church of God in Christ in Jonesboro, Arkansas 
in 1920, where he pastored for 17 years. Also he pastored the Smith 
Temple Church of God in Christ in Pine Bluff from 1940 until his 
death in 1972. He was the State Supt. of Sunday School for N. E. 
Arkansas for 22 years. 


The following reprint from the Congressional Record in Washington, 
D. C. in 1967 on the occasion of Dad and Mother McKinney’s 50th 
wedding anniversary will be read at the service. 


Couple Celebrates 50th Anniversary with 12 Graduated, Extension 
of Remarks of Hon. David Pryor of Arkansas, In the House of 
Representatives Monday, October 16, 1967 


Mr. Pryor. Mr. Speaker, recently in the city of Pine Bluff, Ark., a 
very find couple, Rev. and Mrs. George D. McKinney, Sr., celebrated 
their 50th wedding anniversary. 


Theirs is a story of great inspiration to all Americans inasmuch as the 
sacrifices the McKinneys made in order to educate their 12 children 
through college depict the true character of this fine family. 


Mr. Speaker, I am enclosing herewith the article which tells the story 
of the George D. McKinney family. 


From all parts of the country-from as far away as California they 
began arriving Saturday at a modest home at 1700 Havis Street for a 
festive occasion. 


Reverend and Mrs. George McKinney Sr. were celebrating their 50th 
wedding anniversary there, and about 50 members of their families 
were honoring them with a reunion. 


The celebration was climaxed with a dinner and reception in the 
Student Union at Arkansas AM & N College. 


For McKinney, 73 it was a big moment in a life of struggle, 
set-back-and success. McKinney was born near Summerville, 
Tennessee, in 1894, the son of a former slave. His father moved the 
family to Marianna, Arkansas, in 1906, where he worked as a farmer 
and an engineer in steam-operated cotton gins and rice mills. 


McKinney said he remembered his father as a hard-working man who 
liked to hunt. McKinney has been pastor of the Smith Temple of the 
Church of God in Christ, 2121 Havis Street, since 1940. He founded 
a church at Jonesboro in 1920 and was its pastor until 1937. 


He was forced, by the Depression, to terminate his formal education 
after the seventh grade. 


“Being the oldest son of eight children, I had to go to work to help 
support the family,’ McKinney said during an interview. 


He continued to study through a correspondence school and worked 
as a farmer and shoe repairman. 


He married the former Rose Anna Thompson at Rondo (Lee 
County) in 1917 and was ordained into the ministry in 1924. 


The McKinneys had 14 children-seven boys and seven girls. One girl 
was stillborn and another died at the age of 10. 


All 12 of the children have compleded college and are working in a 
variety of professions. Six of them graduated from AM & N. 


There are two pastors, two teachers, two secretaries, two lawyers, a 
businessman, a nurse, a dentist and a college registrar. (Five children 
hold Doctorate degrees and 2 hold Masters degrees). 


Ernest, the youngest son, returned July 7 from a one-and a half year 
“Peace Corps assignment” at Addis Abbaba, Ethiopia. (He graduated 
from University of Southern California School of Law.) 


McKinney is proud of his family and what it has accomplished. 


How did 12 children only two generations removed from slavery, 
; Manage to achieve such a record?

THE SURGEON’S KNIFE 


The words of the Lord came to 
me one night through the Holy 
Ghost saying “Let us see, let us 
see, let us see what’s in the 
heart, let us see.” And as I 
sought the Lord for an 
understanding of what those 
words meant and who they were 
for, He gave me _ several 
explanations, 


First He had me think on some 
of the patients I’ve taken care of 
and how they had been sick, 
having various symptoms which 
caused them alarm. Then they 
went to a physician seeking an 
explanation and remedy for 
their problems. Then the doctor 
would ask them many questions 
about their symptoms and give a 
physical exam in search for the 
cause of their problems. But the 
Lord let me know that even with 
all the testing and probing that 
the physician does, seeking first 
to identify the cause of your 
problem, the only way he can 
really identify the problem is to 
take a look inside. Otherwise, 
he’s only making educated 
guesses. 


Then the Lord let me know that 
the only way you can correct a 


problem is to find the cause. 
And only after finding the cause 
can you correct the problem. I 
work on a surgical floor in the 
hospital, and they have many 
different ways now to look 
inside the body to try to find 
the causes of man’s 
malfunctioning. They have 
instruments to look down into 
your throat, ears, and eyes. They 
have instruments to look into 
your lungs, your stomach, and 
your intestines. They have ways 
to inject dyes into your system 
so they can take pictures of your 
circulatory and _ digestive 
systems, your urinary tract, etc. 

Even with all of man’s 
methods and devices to look 
inside the body, to insolate and 
identify it’s physical ailments, 
sometimes some things go 
unnoticed. But when a master 
surgeon cuts you open and goes 
inside, inspecting and examining 
your organs and tissues with his 
specially trained natural eyes, he 
can really get a total view of 
your problem and correct it. 
Sometimes some organs or 
tissues are not functioning 
properly and need to be cut out. 
They upset your whole body 
and for your wellbeing you 
would be better off without it. 


The Holy Spirit is asking, telling 
pleading with us to look into our 
hearts with that specially trained 
spiritual eye; 


To look and find the cause of 
our retarded growth in the Lord. 
To look and find the cause of 
why we’re not doing what the 
Lord called us to do. 


To find the cause why we can’t 
work in love and unity with all 
our sisters and brothers. To find 
the cause why we can obey some 
of the teachings of the Bible, 
and/or our church and not all of 
them. 


To find the cause why our 
outward appearance doesn’t 
reflect Holiness. To find the 
cause why we seek so many 
material blessings when we 
should be seeking the more of 
Jesus. 


To find the cause why I’m not 
being used like the Saints in New 
Testament times. 


Then after we have found the 
cause of our malfunction, that is 
hindering us from being all that 
we should be in Christ, we 
should ask the Lord to come 
with His surgeon’s knife and cut 
out everything that’s not like 
Him. For it says in His Word in I 
Samuel 16: 7... “For the Lord 
seeth not as man seeth: for man 
looketh on the outward 
appearance but the Lord looketh 
on the heart. ” And in Psalms 
11: 4 it says. . .““The Lord. . .His 
eyes behold, his eyelids try, the 
children of men. ” Then in 
Psalms 7: 9-10 it says. . .“‘For 
the righteous God tireth the 
heart and reign. .. God. . .saveth 
the upright in heart.” 


The Holy Spirit is saying 
through the word, Let us see, let 
us see, let us see what’s in our 
heart, let us see. God can already 
see! He looks on the heart seeing 
and trying all that is in the heart.

By naming the pastor as a vital 
factor for church growth, I do 
not for a moment mean to imply 
that he is the one who does all 
the work. In fact, that would 
really be a contradiction. The 
only pastors who can possibly 
do all the work are pastors of 
small churches. The bigger the 
church gets, the less a share of 
the total work the pastor himself 
can assume. 


No, the most important 
contribution the pastor can 
make to a growing church is to 
set the style. The pastor must 
create the mood for growth. 
Robert Schuller is thoroughly 
convinced on_ scriptural, 
psychological, sociological and 
pragmatic grounds that a pastor 
who is a “possibility thinker” 
will be able to lead his church 
into effective church growth. I 
have heard people snicker at this 
idea, but I have discovered no 
growing church in America led 
by an “impossibility thinker.” 


A possibility thinker, as I 
analyze it, really turns out to be 
a person with what the Bible 
calls the “gift of faith” (I Cor. 
12:9). Obviously, not all 
members of the body of Christ 
have the gift of faith. Everybody 
can’t be a Schuller just by 
deciding to think positively. But 
if you want your church to 
grow, ask God to do one of two 
things:: 1) awaken possibility 
thinking or a greater measure of 
the gift of faith in the heart of 
your pastor or 2) provide a 
pastor who has the gift of faith 
and uses it. 


2. A Well-Mobilized Laity. Every 
one of the growing churches in 
America that I know of has 
developed a system to involve 
the laity of the church in its 
total ministry. 


The biblical principle behind this 
has been clearly articulated by 
Ray Stedman of the Peninsula 
Bible Church of Palo Alto, 
Calif., in his book, Body Life 
(Regal). Every believer, says 
Stedman, possesses one or more 
spiritual gifts, and a _ chief 
responsibility of the pastor and 
the staff is to help each member 
of the church discover what his 
gift is and then give him the 
Opportunities and 
encouragement to develop and 
use the gift for the benefit of the 
body. 


Different styles of bringing this 
about are appropriate for 
different churches. Some, like 
Jack Hyles, accomplish it by 
exerting a strong and 
authoritative leadership from the 
top of all departments. His 


people respond magnificently. 
Six hundred Sunday school 
teachers attend a weekly training 
class. Hundreds of volunteers 
man bus routes every Sunday, 
then follow up with visits in 
their areas during the week. 
Between 1,800 and 2,000 are 
trained soul-winners and actively 
use their gifts. The deacon board 
includes 101 men. Little wonder 
they now are forced to expand 
the 2,500-seat auditorium into 
one with 6,000 seats. 


But Hyles’ parishioners are 
factory workers, accustomed to 
taking orders and carrying them 
out. One could hardly imagine 
the same kind of leadership 
mobilizing the laity of a church 
like the Bel Air Presbyterian 
Church in Los Angeles where 
Donn Moomaw takes a much 
lower-key approach with his 
congregation of professionals, 
business executives and theater 
personalities. But whatever style 
it uses, a growing church must 
have a mobilized laity. 


My research over the past few 
years has made me very much 
disturbed with the term “Total 
mobilization” as defined in some 
circles, and I would like to warn 
against it. Some have been 
advocating that the way to help 
a church to grow is to mobilize 
100% of the members for active, 
evangelistic work. 


ehsutsioksin, WO tiesto tal 
mobilization” is unbiblical, since 
just as the whole body cannot be 
an eye (I Cor. 12:17), every 
member cannot have the gift of 
evangelist (Eph. 4:11) Every 
believer is a witness all right, but 
every one is not an evangelist. 
When Jesus left the earth, He 
left about 120 members of the 
First Church of Jerusalem. Of 
them, however, He had trained 
12, 10%, as those particularly 
responsible for spreading the 
Gospel in active evangelistic 
work. 


If all Christians would find and 
use what gifts they do have, this 
would release a power for 
church growth that might well 
do more to bring this nation to 
Christ than anything we have 
seen since the Great Awakening. 


3. A Large Enough Church. My 
own church has 2,800 members. 
When I mention this, I often get 
the response, “Oh, that’s too 
big.”’ But then I ask, “‘Too big 
for what?” and the answer to 
that one is hard to come by.

existence but 
provided him with an ability to 
better “read between the lines” 
and to see things for what they 
are. Yet he humbly asserts, “It’s 
hard; you have to be some kind 
of person to look certain things 
in the face straight on.” 


One thing Derek has recently 
had to look “‘in the face straight 
on” was an event which shocked 
and appalled all of Atlanta and 
indeed the world: the senseless 
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slaying of his ‘‘favorite lady’’, his 
grandmother, Mrs. Alberta King. 
It was bad enough to have heard 
and read accounts of what 
happened, but to see it all from 
start to finish must have been 
even worse. Derek saw 
everything and with some 
difficulty, but a willing spirit, 
gave the following account: 


‘“‘It was a_ typical Sunday 
morning worship service. I was 
in the pulpit. Chenault was 
sitting next to Big Mama, who 
was playing the Hammond 
organ, and Ms. Mitchell was on 
his right side. After we finished 
the Lord’s Prayer I turned 
momentarily to look away and 
then heard a loud noise. I 
thought the organ had popped. 
Then I turned my head and 
looked completely in; I could 
just see her partially from the 
angle I was looking. I could see 
smoke coming from the organ 
and that’s when I heard another 
shot. That’s when I looked over 
there and saw him. He had two 
revolvers in his hand and he was 
discharging like a kid in a frenzy 
with two toy guns. He shot Big 
Mama twice and then shot Ms. 
Mitchell. Then he started out the 
door once, he had one hand on 
the doorknob and the other 
pointblank in the man’s. . .that’s 
when he shot Deacon Boykin-on 
the way out. Then he came back 
in; he turned back and hopped 
up in the choirstand that’s what 
I can’t figure out- I don’t know 
if he had emptied the gun and 
was trying to go back in to 
reload them or was just out of it. 
Some kind of way he came back 
into the sanctuary and went up 
in the choirstand. That’s when I 
heard the guns clicking and 
that’s when I came out from 
under the communion table. 
And that’s when I went after 
him and:I caught him. He had 
run back out of the choirstand 
through a door that led to a long 
hall and he got caught in about 
the middle of it. Had he chosen 
the other door he would have 
been out into the parking lot 
and I don’t know what would 
have happened then.”

Marcus Chenault is now a source 
of many questions and much 
controversy. Many think he is 
crazy and others that he is a part 
of a conspiracy. Derek expressed 
uncertainty and puzzlement on 
these subjects along with a 
willingness to wait on _ the 
findings of the doctors and 
experts. He mentioned that 
although most of his friends now 
want Chenault killed, he doesn’t 
care what they do with him. 


“JT don’t want them to kill him”’, 
he continued, “‘but if they let 
him go, he’s gone. But if he has 
to be locked up, Id like for him 
to be confined by himself so 
that he never sees another 
human face. That’s just the price 
for taking another life; he’s still 
alive, but yet he’s dead.”’ Then 
in his characteristically mature 
realism he said, “But it’s just a 
harsh reality that when death 
comes it ain’t nothing you can 
do about it.” 


Derek is already “some kind of 
person”. A rather handsome 
young man, much like the late 
Drea ola eins. dr: in 
appearance, Derek seems well on 
his way toward distinguishing 
himself by being himself. 
Throughout the interview he 
exhibited several 
characteristically Christian 
paradoxes: he appeared 
simultaneously strong and weak; 
certain and uncertain; humble 
and proud; child-like and 
mature; gentle and tough; in this 
world, but not of it. On July 7, 
1974, Derek launched the 
beginning of a new phase of his 
life when he preached his trail 
sermon at Ebenezer Baptist 
Church. Significantly but not 
surprisingly he chose as his text, 
“The Greatest of These Is 
Love.” However, Derek states 
“Jove is the most ‘important 
thing in the world to me; that if 
one doesn’t have love, he doesn’t 
have anything.” 
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stirring message. ‘““Touching the 
Untouchable.” Luke 5:12-13.
